Iraqi Probe Siams Biackwater 


Investigation finds security guards fired first in shootings 


BAGHDAD I An official Iraqi investigation into 
a deadly shooting involving Biackwater USA 
security guards concluded 17 Iraqis were 
killed and found the gunfire was unwar- 
ranted, the government said Sunday. It also 
said the shootings amounted to a deliber- 
ate crime and recommended those involved 
face trial. 

The Biackwater guards are accused of 
opening fire on Iraqi civilians in a main 


square in Baghdad on Sept. 16. They claimed 
they came under fire first. 

The Iraqi investigative committee, which 
was ordered by Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki, found that convoys from the Moyock, 
N.C.-based security company did not come 
under direct or indirect fire before the men 
shot up the intersection. “It was not hit even 
by a stone,” government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh said in a statement. 


The three-member Iraqi panel led by 
Defense Minister Abdul- Qader al-Obeidi put 
the casualty toll at 17 killed and 23 wound- 
ed, giving a higher number than other esti- 
mates. It determined that Biackwater guards 
sprayed western Baghdad’s Nisoor Square 
with gunfire without provocation. 

Al-Dabbagh said the Cabinet would weigh 
the Iraqi findings with those of a joint U.S.- 
Iraqi commission “and subsequently adopt 
the legal procedures to hold this company 
accountable.” sameer n. yacoub (ap)

Men Accused of Trying 
To Illegally Sell F-14 Parts 

Two Utah men are accused of try- 
ing to illegally export surplus piec- 
es of F-14 fighter jets, a plane that 
is flown only in Iran. Abraham 
Trujillo and David Waye allegedly 
tried exporting the parts to Can- 
ada, but the charges don’t specify 
how they obtained the parts. Fed- 
eral agents placed online orders, 
then intercepted the goods before 
they made it out of the country, the

Off-duty officer fatally 
shot after killing spree 
at Wiseonsin house 

CRANDON, WIS. I An off- duty sher- 
iffs deputy went on a shooting ram- 
page at a home in northern Wis- 
consin early Sunday, killing three 
high school students and three 
recent graduates before authori- 
ties fatally shot him, officials said. 
Another victim was in critical con- 
dition. 

The suspect was 20 years old 
and worked full-time as a Forest 
County deputy sheriff and part-time 
as a Crandon police officer. Sheriff 
Keith Van Cleve said. 

A seventh shooting victim was 
in critical condition at a hospital 
in nearby Marshfield, said Police 
Chief John Dennee. A Crandon 
police officer who fired back was 
treated for minor injuries and then 
released. 


Gary Bradley, mayor of the city 
of about 2,000, said earlier Sunday 
that the suspect had been brought 


down by a sniper, but Van Cleve 
would not confirm that officers 
shot the suspect. 


It wasn’t immediately clear what 
the suspect’s motive was. The shoot- 
ing occurred in a white, two-story 
duplex about a block from down- 
town Crandon. 

One of the dead was 14 -year- 
old Lindsey Stahl, said her mother, 
Jenny Stahl, 39. 

She said her daughter called her 
Saturday night and asked wheth- 
er she could sleep over at a friend’s 
house. Jenny Stahl agreed. 

“I’m waiting for somebody to 
wake me up right now. This is a 
bad, bad dream,” the weeping 
mother said. “All I heard it was a 
jealous boyfriend and he went ber- 
serk. He took them all out.” 

The sheriff said he would meet 
with state Attorney General J.B. 
Van Hollen on Monday morning 
to discuss the case. Dennee said 
the state Department of Criminal 
Investigation will handle the case 
because the suspect was a deputy

surveys, Iowa has remained an elu- 
sive prize. She has been in a tight 
race with John Edwards and Sen. 
Barack Obama, D-Ill., in the state 
that begins the primary campaign 
voting in three months. 

But her campaign has focused 
on boosting her appeal in Iowa, 
including two visits with her hus- 
band, former President Clinton, over 
the summer. The effort appears to 


have paid off, according to the poll 
of likely Iowa caucus-goers that was 
published in Sunday’s Des Moines 
Register. 

Clinton was supported by 29 
percent of the 399 respondents in 
the October poll, compared with 
21 percent in May. 

Edwards and Obama are not far 
behind. Edwards support stands at 
23 percent, just ahead of Obama, 
who has 22 percent. The poll has a 
margin of error of 4.9 percentage

Leavitt pushes for deal 
as Democrats aim for 
override of Bush s veto 

WASHINGTON | President Bush’s 
health secretary said Sunday he 
does not expect Congress to over- 
ride a veto on children’s insurance, 
and warned that the popular pro- 
gram could be at risk unless Dem- 
ocrats restrain spending. 

Health and Human Services Sec- 
retary Mike Leavitt said Bush would 
be willing to provide more than the 
$5 billion increase over five years 
that he first proposed. He declined 
to say how much additional money 
was possible. 


But in a warn- 
ing to Democratic 
leaders who have 
pledged to stick 
with their $35 
billion increase, 

Leavitt said Bush 
would not waver 
from his position, 
despite attempts to override his veto 
last week. 

Leavitt said the Democratic- con- 
trolled Congress, not the Republi- 
can administration, would pay the 
political price if the State Children’s 
Health Insurance Program stalls. 

An override requires atwo-thirds 
majority in the House and Senate. 
The Senate approved the increase by 


a veto -proof margin, but the House 
fell about two dozen votes short of 
a two -thirds majority. The House 
has scheduled another override vote 
for Oct. 18. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
is seeking support from 14 more 
Republicans to vote against the 
president. 

“It’s hard to imagine how we 
could diminish the number of 
children who are covered,” said 
Pelosi, D- Calif., in an interview 
broadcast on “Fox News Sunday.” 
“The president calls himself The 
decider,’ and I don’t know why he 
would want to decide that one child 
has health care and another does 

not.” HOPE YEN (AP)

Boy Steals Bus, Leads Police Chase 


DUMAS, ARK. | A 10-year-old boy 
took a school bus and led police 
on a chase along a rural highway, 
according to police. 

School officials had spotted 
lights coming from the bus yard 
around 11 p.m. Friday, and reported 


the bus stolen. Officers from three 
counties, four towns and Arkansas 
State Police began chasing it. 

Despite road spikes set up to 
slow the bus, it kept traveling north 
toward Little Rock along U.S. 65 
through Desha and Lincoln coun- 


ties, then into Jefferson County. 

About 44 miles later, the bus 
slowed down enough for a sher- 
iff s deputy to make the stop in Pine 
Bluff, and officers discovered their 
suspect was a child. 

Police cuffed the boy and took 
him into custody, then later released 
him to his parents, (ap)

Parking Abuse Fuels Public Outrage 



Citizens, governments 
try to stem illegal use 
of handicapped spaces 

XENIA, OHIO I When Maureen Bird- 
sail took her disabled, 92-year-old 
grandfather to a California hospital, 
she lost the only available handi- 
capped-parking spot to a woman 
in a red corvette. 

Much to Birdsall’s surprise, 
the woman didn’t appear to be 
disabled. “I sat there dumbfound- 
ed,” she said. 

She was not the only one out- 
raged by seemingly healthy people 
illegally using the handicapped 
parking spaces. Birdsall started a 
Web site, handicappedfraud.org, 
where she received postings from 
people in 26 states with similar 
complaints. 

The postings came complete with 
the license plates and handicapped- 
permit numbers ofvehicles suspected 
of illegally using handicapped spac- 
es. Birdsall began sending them to 
motor vehicle departments. 


Her whistleblower Web site 
is part of a growing movement 
by residents, states and towns to 
crackdown on able-bodied driv- 


ers who park in spaces labeled for 
the disabled. 

Xenia, Ohio, recently increased 
fines to at least $250 from $40. 


In Texas, Corpus Christ! is send- 
ing out citizen volunteers to ticket 
offenders. 

Waltham, Mass., dedicates police 
details solely for the enforcement of 
handicapped-parking laws. The city 
has spent about $6,000 in grant 
money for overtime, but gotten back 
about $32,000 in fines. 

Governments are getting tough- 
er because more placards are in cir- 
culation and the public has become 
more aware of their abuse, said Tim 
Gilmer, editor of New Mobility, a 
magazine for wheelchair users with 
active lifestyles. 

Massachusetts is urging its 
police to crack down after a year- 
long investigation discovered that 
nearly one -third of the placards 
found on cars parked in downtown 
Boston were being used by people 
who were not disabled. 

“It strikes a nerve with people,” 
said Ann Dufresne, spokeswoman 
for the Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles. “They are taking 
spots away from those people who 
really need it.” james hannah (ap)

Destroyed 

15,000 civilians flee 
as troops raze area in 
retaliation for attack 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I ADarfur town 
under the control of Sudanese troops 
has been razed in apparent retalia- 
tion for a rebel attack on a nearby 
base of African peacekeepers. U.N. 
officials who inspected the town 
said Sunday that about 15,000 
civilians had fled the area. 

International aid workers and 
United Nations officials dismissed 
claims by some rebel chiefs that 100 
people had died in the North Dar- 
fur town of Haskanita. 

The officials said the town emp- 
tied as the army moved in last Sun- 
day, and troops started burning it 
on Wednesday. 

A U.N. statement did not say 
who set fire to the ethnic Afri- 
can town but said Sudanese gov- 
ernment forces took control after 
suspected Darfur rebels attacked 
the nearby base of African Union 
peacekeepers a week ago, killing 10 
peacekeepers. 

A U.N. official who had just 
returned from Haskanita said it 
was clear that the army or its allied 
militias of nomad Arabs known 
as the janjaweed were behind it.

BEIJING I A storm drenched Chi- 
na’s southeast on Sunday after 
killing five people on Taiwan 
and prompting the evacuation of 
1.4 million people on the main- 
land, officials said. In Vietnam, 
the death toll from a separate 
storm rose to 55. 

Krosa came ashore as a typhoon 
in China’s Zhejiang and Fujian 
provinces, but weakened and 
was soon downgraded to a tropi- 
cal storm, the official Xinhua News 
Agency said. 

It said no deaths or injuries 
were reported, but the storm 


wrecked houses and knocked 
out power in the port city of Wen- 
zhou as torrential rains swept the 
region. 

More than 1.4 million people 
were evacuated from coastal areas, 
including more than 500,000 tour- 
ists who were at beach resorts for 
the National Day holiday week, 
Xinhua said.

New devices check 
neck arteries for 
possible heart trouble 

MADISON, WIS. I What if your doc- 
tor could swipe a wand over your 
neck and reveal whether you have 
hidden heart disease? 

That is now possible in places 
other than the sickbay of the star- 
ship Enterprise. 

Miniature ultrasound machines 
are starting to make their way into 
ordinary doctors’ offices, where 
they may someday be as common 
as stethoscopes and EKGs. A pock- 
et-sized one weighing less than 2 
pounds hit the market last week. 

Some of these devices can make 
images of neck arteries, which offer 
a “window” to heart arteries that 
cannot easily be seen. 

If the neck vessels are clogged, 
doctors know that those around 
the heart probably are, too, and 
that treatment or more testing is 
needed. 

The new ultrasound machines 
offer a relatively cheap, painless way 
to screen people with no symptoms 


of heart problems for signs of hidden 
trouble. Is that a good thing? 

Many doctors say yes, because 
for one-third of heart disease suf- 
ferers, the first symptom is drop- 
ping dead of a heart attack. Find- 
ing these people early and treating 


them could save lives. 

The test maybe especially good 
for women, who often have few tra- 
ditional signs. 

Lisa Rosenstock of Madison, 
Wis., is an example. At age 41, this 
trim, athletic mom had normal cho- 


lesterol and blood pressure but a 
troubling family history of heart 
attacks. Ultrasound revealed a 
big clog in the main artery from 
her heart to her head. 

Her cardiologist. Dr. James 
Stein of the University of Wiscon- 


sin-Madison, put her on medicines 
to lower her risk of a heart attack 
or stroke. 

He also is leading a study aimed 
at making ultrasound testing more 
common. 

“There’s a great need for a nonin- 
vasive and safe way to identify peo- 
ple who don’t have signs but have 
risk” of heart disease, he said. 

But there are potential down- 
sides to more people doing this test- 
ing without extensive training. 

Suddenly, small-town family 
doctors could see scary-looking 
artery buildups and rush to treat 
some that might never be life- 
threatening. 

And while patients who see the 
pictures may be motivated to quit 
smoking, lose weight or go on cho- 
lesterol drugs, some might suf- 
fer side effects from unnecessary 
treatment. 

Ultrasounds also are being 
advertised directly to consumers 
— the latest “peace of mind” test like 
whole-body CT scans and MRIs. 
Some drugmakers are promoting 
wider testing because it could boost 
cholesterol pill sales. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion says testing with traditional 
ultrasound machines can help cer- 
tain patients, but does not endorse 
widespread screening with the small 
devices because proof of benefit is 
lacking, marilynn marchione (ap)

Death Mars Army Ten-Miler Race 


Va. civilian runner 
collapses near finish 
line at the Pentagon 

ARLINGTON, VA. | A runner from 
Fairfax County died Sunday dur- 
ing the Army Ten-Miler race, near 
the finish line at the Pentagon. 

The runner collapsed about 
10:40 a.m. about 200 yards from 
the finish line, said Col. Jim Yonts. 
Arlington County medics responded 
immediately and took the runner 
to George Washington University 
Hospital. 

The cause of death is not yet 
known. Yonts said he did not know 
the runner’s age. The runner was a 
civilian, not a member of the mili- 
tary, he said. “It’s a tragedy none- 
theless,” Yonts said.

TV’s new fall season 
balances laugh tracks 
with ... philosophy? 

WHAT’S IT ABOUT? I This fall, lots 
of TV drama is a life -and- death 
affair. Several new dramas — how- 
ever much they may vary otherwise 
— share a common concern with 
resurrection and redemption, with 
life as it coexists with death. 

Sam, the slacker hero of the 


CW’s supernatural comedy “Reap- 
er,” learns he’s obliged to serve the 
devil by tracking down evil souls 
and sending those fugitives back to 
hell. It’s a lot tougher work than his 
dead-end job at a hardware outlet. 
But, to his surprise, it brings him 
new meaning and direction. 

On NBC’s “Life,” a cop wrong- 
fully imprisoned for 12 years is 
cleared of the crime. He returns to 
the outside world — and the LAPD 
— with a new attitude. He isn’t just 


released from jail; he’s sprung from 
a lifelong psychic prison. 

Likewise, the heroine of NBC’s 
“Bionic Woman” is surgically 
reborn after a ghastly auto acci- 
dent. She emerges as part human, 
part machine. And part lab rat for 
the shadowy Berkut Group. Can 
she pull herself together? 

But when it comes to life-and- 
death issues, a pie-maker named 
Ned takes the cake. On ABC’s mys- 
tical “Pushing Daisies,” Ned discov- 


ers that, with a single touch, he can 
restore life. But then, with his next 
touch, he shuts it down again. 

“Pushing Daisies” and other 
newcomers seem attuned to viewer 
weariness from themes of war and 
terrorism, from the global heebie- 
jeebies that have fueled so many 
shows in recent years. 

OnNBC’s “Chuck,” a department 
store computer tech is dragged into 
perilous cloak- and- dagger intrigue. 
Even so, the emphasis isn’t on coun- 
terterrorism but on self-actualiza- 
tion: How does it feel to be unwit- 
tingly implanted with all the U.S. 
government’s most sensitive, valu- 
able secrets? 

Chuck finds it pretty unset- 
tling. “There’s something wrong 
with me,” he moans. “I’m remem- 
bering things I shouldn’t know!” 

On CBS’ gothic thriller “Moon- 
light,” Mick St. John is a forever- 
young, good vampire who solves 
crimes committed by bad vam- 
pires. He runs into a little girl he 
rescued from a vampire’s clutch- 
es a couple of decades ago. Now 
she’s all grown up — and gorgeous, 
and maybe interested in Mick. He 
decides they can be friends, and 
even work together solving murders 
(she’s an investigative journalist). 
But he knows they can never, um, 
go all the way. 

“You just can’t bear the thought 
of seeing yourself as a monster in 
someone else’s eyes,” he wist- 
fully explains to the audience.

An Indie Princess Looks Inside 


PJ Harvey gets 
introspective on a 
piano-driven release 

MUSIC I PJ Harvey has long been 
known as the queen of indie rock ’n’ 
roll blues; a British rose blackened 
at the edges. From 1992’s raw debut 
“Dry” to 2004’s snarling “Uh Huh 
Her,” she has released an onslaught 
of fuzzy guitar and worldly lyrics. 

“White Chalk” (Island), her 
eighth studio album, is Harvey’s 
biggest departure yet — a piano - 
based collection of 11 solitary and 
lovely tunes. 


Co-produced by Harvey and 
her longtime collaborators Flood 
and John Parish, the album starts 
off with Harvey’s normally growled 
vocals turning airy on “The Devil.” 
The album ends with a haunted 
moan on “The Mountain.” 

A poet at heart, Harvey always 
bites with her words, whether they’re 
lifted in rage as on her early work or 
plunged down to earth with depres- 
sion here. 

“The ceiling is moving, moving 
in time. Like a conveyer belt, above 
my eyes,” she croons scratchily over 
a refined melody on “When Under 
Ether.”

Harmonica and staccato piano 
feed the breakup tune “Silence.” 

“I freed myself from my family. 


I freed myself from work, I freed 
myself... and remained alone,” Har- 
vey laments in an elegant vibrato. 

“Dear Darkness” is a deceptive- 
ly simple yet catchy plea whispered 
with emotion. “Dear darkness, won’t 
you cover, cover me again,” Harvey 
sings. “I’ve been your friend for many 
years.” 

True, 1998’s “Is This Desire?” 
and 2000’s “Stories From the City, 
Stories From the Sea” mined Har- 
vey’s more atmospheric tendencies, 
but “White Chalk” proves she has a 
matured knack for intimacy — with- 
out the cushion of loudness or fuzz.

Shoemakers will fight 
for new customers at 
the Beijing Olympics 

The Beijing Olympics are less than 
a year away, and one of the hottest 
competitions is not among the ath- 
letes, but the companies that out- 
fit them. 

China is one of the largest 
emerging markets in the world— a 
top priority for shoemakers fight- 
ing for increased market share. 
And as the 2008 Beijing Olympics 
approach, the intensity is reaching 
a new high. 

“The Beijing 2008 Games are set 
to be the greatest sporting event in 
modern Chinese history,” said Paul 
Pi, head of marketing for Adidas in 


greater China. 

Adidas is an official sponsor of 
the Olympics. In addition to paying 
a reported $ 80 million for the spon- 
sorship position, the company has 
coordinated a marketing blitz that 
includes opening an average of two 
stores a day in the country. 

The German company has 
declared the event will help make 
it the No. 1 athletic brand in China 
by 2008, a coveted spot now held 
by shoe giant Nike. 

“The Chinese marketplace is the 
most exciting marketplace in the 
world,” said Nike Brand President 
Charlie Denson. 

Nike is sponsoring 22 of the 28 
competing Chinese federations. 
And it has one of China’s hottest 
athletes, hurdler Liu Xiang, wear- 
ing the swoosh. 

In third place is Chinese compa- 
ny Li Ning — a premium local brand 
that is a fraction of the size of its

international competitors. Founded 
by a former Chinese gymnast, the 
company has ramped up its design 
team and is sponsoring several Chi- 
nese teams slated to be strong con- 
tenders in the games. 

But shoemakers say the race 
isn’t over when the medals are 
handed out. 

Denson says the years following 
the Olympics may be even more 
exciting than this growth period. 


It’s a sentiment shared by both 
companies. 

The games will represent a “real, 
tangible sea- change in attitudes 
toward sport in China,” Pi said, 
by spreading a growing trend of 
interest in athletics and the ath- 
letic lifestyle. 

Sports were once seen as a luxu- 
ry in China. But as the middle class 
has grown and culture has changed, 
interest has exploded. 


Parks and other facilities are 
being built and opening up to the 
public. Basketball has become a top 
sport, and viewers can watch sev- 
eral NBA games a week in China’s 
major cities. 

Companies like Nike and Adi- 
das, which have had a presence in 
the country for decades, have helped 
spur the growth with sponsorship of 
teams and tournaments. Nike has 
made serious community inroads 
in China, such as investing in Dong 
Dan Park in Beijing, the equivalent 
of draping a major city park with 
a swoosh.

As payoff for the long-term work, 
a surprising number of Chinese con- 
sumers are buying premium brands 
like Nike and Adidas, despite low 
incomes and prices several times 
that of a traditional Chinese shoe. 
Other brands such as New Bal- 
ance, Pony and Puma are making 
inroads as well. 

“Puma, Nike, Adidas — I wear 
all of them,” said Ms. Wang, a 24- 
year-old who works in advertising 
in Beijing and would only give her 
surname. 

“I really care about the style and 
design. It’s very important, and 
that’s why I like foreign brands 
more,” she said. 

Young urban Chinese, and a 
growing minority in the country- 
side, are like their counterparts 
from Brooklyn to Bangkok: They 
wear athletic shoes, baggy T-shirts 
and track suits. 

The race for marketshare in 
China won’t end with the Olympics; 
it could become even more exciting 
after the Games are over. 

“Can the shoe wars be deter- 
mined by the Olympics?” Rhoades 
asked. “No, but it’s one more battle.”

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Turn Water Into Wine

Connoisseurs will pay 
big bucks for a sip of 
exotic bottled water 

Forget eight glasses a day. Have you 
had your 28 gallons a year? 

This is not about basic hydration. 
That’s how much bottled water — 
which costs more, per gallon, than 
gasoline — the typical American 
consumed last year. 

And yet, even with all the recent 
attention to the ecological impact 
of this ubiquitous beverage, most 
Americans know very little about the 
$11 billion worth of water they drink 
a year. But they should, according 
to experts who compare bottled 
water to wine. 

“We usually think it’s all the 
same, but it isn’t because of trace 
elements, minerals, packaging,” 
said Arthur von Wiesenberger, 
who works as a consultant. 

“Water is an amazing thing,” he 
said. “It will reach out and touch 


something.” 

And the something that it touch- 
es will give it a distinct taste and 
even “mouthfeel,” in the parlance 
of water tasters. 

Potassium, for example, may 
give water a sweet taste. Silica may 


impart silkiness. Calcium can give 
the water a lactic taste some people 
find refreshing. Others enjoy the 
cleansing quality of water with a 
high sodium content. 

“Bottled water is the next wine,” 
said Michael Mascha, founder of

finewaters.com, a site dedicated to 
cataloging and evaluating bottled 
waters from around the world. 

“People are starting to pay atten- 
tion to where water is coming from. 
In a general sense, bottled water is 
making the transition from a com- 
modity product to one with terroir,” 
he said. 

Long a staple of European 
tables, bottled water was popular 
in the U.S. during the early 20th 
century, but vanished during the 
Great Depression. It resurfaced 
during the 1970s, when Perrier 
was photographed in the hands 
of glitterati. 

During the past five years, con- 



sumption surged 59 percent, mak- 
ing it America’s favorite beverage 
after soda. 

In the United States, consum- 
ers can now pick from about 350 
varieties of bottled water, ranging 
from purified tap water to waters 
bottled from particular sources. 
The waters can come from springs, 
underground reservoirs called aqui- 
fers, or even from glaciers or har- 
vested rainfall. 

And each source, say connois- 
seurs, has its own fingerprint. 

In Philadelphia, Water Works 
Restaurant and Lounge stocks 
nearly two dozen waters from 
around the world and caters to 
a regular crowd of newly minted 
connoisseurs willing to pay up to 
$55 a bottle. 

“We have several regular cus- 
tomers who come in and have to 
have their water and it’s chilled to 
a different degree,” said Vera Masi, 
the restaurant’s guest services coor- 
dinator. 

“Some people will taste it and 
actually say ‘This is woodsy’ or ‘This 
is crisp,”’ she said. 

The restaurant’s most expen- 
sive water, the $55 Bling H20, 
comes in a vessel encrusted with 
Swarovski rhinestones. “I guar- 
antee you that every single per- 
son who orders the Bling takes the 
bottle home with them,” she says.

Can dogfighting dogs (typically pit 
bulls) be rehabbed and rescued 
or must they be euthanized?

Nine out of 10 pit bulls we have 
gotten from dogfighting we have 


rehabilitated and gotten into great 
homes. Even if they can’t go back 
into society, you can create sanctu- 
aries for them instead. But some- 
one who is going to adopt a dog like 
this has to be in tune with Mother 
Nature. And it’s not the breed, it’s 
the human behind the dog. Aggres- 
sion is a state of mind, not a breed 
thing. 

What’s the best way to prepare your 
dog for a new baby? 

The basics are to make sure the dog 
knows what position he plays — that 
all humans in the house are pack 
leaders, and when the baby comes 
into the picture, make sure it is car- 
ried with no nervous energy, and 
make sure the dog is tired when you 


bring the baby into the house. Don’t 
worry about hurting the dogs feel- 
ings — they don’t rationalize, they 
want the best for the family.
